Senor Vincente Reyes. It was reported 
that Senor Erraruriz expended more 
than $300.000 in his campaign. 


Senor Reyes, on the other hand, an- 


nounced that he would not spend 1 
cent. Before the election Reves issued 
ail address to the electors in which lie 
said that what he had amassed he 
should save for his children, He said 
that he i\as unalterably opposed to 
wasting money to satisfy personal van- 
ity involved in a desire to become pre 
dent.

The word "treenail," for in- 
stance—a wooden spike—in Jack's month 
becomes "trxmneL" ''To reach" ia to sail 
alonji close hauled, but the sailor calls it 
"ratch."' 
"Gunwale." as everybody 


knows, is ''gunnel," and so spelled by the 
old marine writers. •'Crossjaek," a sail 
that sets upon a yard called tlie "'crossjack 
yard," on the miizenmast, is pronounced 
'•crojjeck." The "strap" of a block is al- 
ways termed "strop;" "sireak," a single 
range of planks running from one end of 
the ship or boat to the other, is "strake;" 
"to serve"—that is, to wind small stuff, 
suehaa sptm yam, xotrad a rope—is "to 
sarvc.'* The numerous contractions, how- 
ever, are pre-eminently iUnstranire of the 
two distinctive qualities of the English 
sailor, nimbleness and alertness. Every- 
thing muse be done quickly at sea. There 
is no time for sesquipedalianism. If ihere 
be a long word, it must be shortened some- 
how- To spring, to jump, to leup, to rum- 
ble, to keep his eyes skinned, to hammer 
his fingers into fishhooks—these sra ttse 
things required of Jack. Hu dances, he 
sings, he drinks, he is in <ili tomes a lively 
hearty, nufc underlying Ids intellectual and 
physical caper cutting io deep iiercej-tion 
of the sea as a mighty force, a rcnior;cl?=s 
foe. The matter seems tri2ii:g. yet the na- 
tional character ii in it.—Contemporary 
Review.

The worms, once in the 
trench, showed a tendency to travel on a 
level along tl.e bottom, although it was 
possible for them to crawl up the side ant 
out again to the level field. 


To prevent this and to hold them in the 


trench until some method of extermination 
could bo successfully applied, holes wen. 
dug in.f he trench about 20 feet apart anc 
3 feet deep. 


Then began the march along the bottom 


of the trench in earnest, and soon the pes 
holes were two-thirds filled with a vrrith 
ing mass of life. Various poisons wen 
tried, with little effect, however, and then 
Mr. Low hit upon aa expedient which 
proved very successful, 


Fertilizer bags were tied on long poles 


saturated with kerosene, ignited and the 
drawn through, the trench.

affairs, dnxi >udden!y while traveling 
from Vienna to that place.

The news of the death of Prince 


Lobanoff-Rostovsky eansed great es- 
citenieut throughout Russia, where the 
personality of the minister of foreign 
affairs was considered to be second ouly 
the czar himself. 
Prince Lobanoff- 


Rostnvsky pursued a strong f-m-igti 
policy — a policy which was regarded in 
some quarters as threatening the peace 
of the world. 


Beside his political work Prince Lo- 


banoff-Rostovsky devoted his leisure 
hours to tho study of and to the writing 
of works on Russian history. 


The tour which he had planned to 


take with the czar through the coun- 
tries of western Europe was expected to 
be most farreaehiug iu results, affecting 
the settlement of the eastern question. 


Francis Joseph paid Prince Lobanoff- 


Rostovsky the highest honors during 
the recent visit of the czar to Vienna, 
and his death at the present juuctnre 
is regarded as a most dramatic and im- 
portant event, upsetting as it does all 
possibilities of conferences between the 
foreign ministers of the great powers, 
and compelling the czar to change the 
plans concerning his tour through Ger- 
many. Prance and England.

FENCE RAIL BICYCLE. 


One of the Most Novel of the Rapid Tranntt 


Schemes. 


Here Is the oldest bicycle railroad schemo 


ever heard o.': 


Persons traveling over tbe public liigh- 


tvaj" between Mount Hully and Snitthville, 
N. J., are startled to see men gliding br 
and out of sight nt a high nite of sjjaeil, 
down in the meadows, a snort distance 
from tho public road, on what appear to te 
ln\ ertefl btryclo^, ^•ctired in ramo rray to 
what looks very much like an iiticoraplpted 
line of fence. 
Tins is "the Hutchkiss bi- 


cycle railway." 


Several years ago a stranger located 13 


Mount Holly. He tolcl of his jnany inven- 
tions. The greatest, he said, was the bi- 
cycle railway. It was the big thing of the 
future. 


There Trould be DO right of way to buy, 


either in rural communities or cities. Be- 
ing semiaerial, it would be out oi t he way 
of all other traffic. The rails could be laid 
on brackets extending over the street, on 
awning posts and from telegraph poles and 
trees iu the country, and having nothing 
in its way great speed could be made over 
it for long distances. 


The machines were very ranch like ap 


ordinary bicycle turned upside down, 
split up the middle and placed upon the 
track like clothespins. Ill front and back 
of tiie rider were grooved wheels about 9 
inches in diameter, both resting upon a 
Steel rail, wedge shaped like a. knife blads 
and almost as sharp. 


This was fastened to a 8 by 3 inch plank, 


securely fastened to posts at frequent in- 
tervals. 


There being but little friction or weight 


propulsion was easy, requiring but slight 
espei-iiiture of energy, and this latter and 
very important element was generated 
from a ratchet gear and clutch levers in- 
stead of pedals. 


Receptacles for packages and even small 


"trailers" could bo added. 
Tandem ma- 


chines with plush cushions would enable 
men to take their wives and sweethearts 
riding. Letters patent were to be issued 
in all countries and territorial rights sold. 


The scheme made a hit. A company was 


formed and the road put in operation. 
It 


passes over wood and farm land. The 
scenery is exquisite. 1'or a quarter of a 
mile from Mount Holly the road is double 
track. 
During the remainder of the dis- 


tance the Kancocas creel; gets in the way 
11 times and is crossed on pilings driven 
"slnjrle flic.'' 


Bur when the farmers want to pet into 


their field, and let down a strip of fence 
the next luckless rider rlmt corner along is 
dumped 
There has beeu endless wran- 


gling o\er the right of way.

It id therefore cer- 
tain tiiat the conductor, iis a time beater, 
was the exception and not the rule. 


Hnndei "cunductcd" his operas and ora- 


tusriosi at the harpsichord or organ. At the 
Handel commema>-at!on of 17S4, held in 
Yi'esuninstLT abbey, Jcsih Bates led his 
forces of 5^3 performers from the organ, 
and cot wich a hutou. Haydn, who con- 
ducted his "Salamon Symphonies" as the 
Hanover Squarv rooms in 179J,, was an- 
nounced thus: "Mr. Haydn will preside at 
the harp<schord and will compose for every 
night a new piece oi music. " During the 
first 20 years of the Philharmonic society 
(l;U3-33) there was no real conductor, ex- 
cept when foreign musicians like Spohr 
and Mendelssohn directed their own com- 
positions. The programme of the Birming- 
ham music festival of 1829 (when Michael 
Costa, then a youth of 19, made his first 
appearance in England as a singer) records, 
" Conductor Mr. Greatores, who will pre- 
side ar, the organ and pianoforte. " Some 
idea of the then existing state of things may 
be gathered from The Quarterly Musical 
Hagazine and Review, volume 10, lbS9, 
pages 313 and314: "Itiathe habit of some 
(conductors j, when presiding at the piano- 
force. to keep the pedals down iind play 
throughout the piece, thus making the in- 
strument far too prominent, but from this 
piece of bad tasto Sir Goorge Smart and 
persons accustomed to the business of the 
orchestra are totally exempt. A great ob- 
stacle opposed to the conductor is the shcpe 
of the grand pianoforte, which prevents 
his facing his band and places him •vvir.h 
his bacfe to the principal violoncello. In 
Beethoven's •Pastoral Symphony,' which 
requires the fullest activity of eye, car and 
hand, we have observed a square one used 
at the Philharmonic concerts." — London 
Musical Times. 


The Story of Canned Salmon. 


The fish are swimming near tha surface 


now, and if they look up they will see 
upon every pole which rises from the wall 
of mesh either a hawk, an eagle or a great 
gull ready to pounce upon them. They 
dive and try to swim under Sbe weed. 
They cannot The water is shallow, and 
the weed rises torn the very bottom. 
Meanwhile hawks and eagles are busy, a 
panic ensues, a few fish dart through the 
partr-^r way. It is more open beyond, and, 
after all, it leads in the right direction. 
The general impulse is to go forward. No 
one wants to turn back, and, like sheep, 
they follow their leaders through the gates 
of death, for after this it is all over with 
the salmon. Before long tie wide pool 
narrows again. Again a straight way lies 
beyond them, and before long they are 
crowding and jostling each other in a 
pound 50 feet by 30 feet; where they stay, 
hopelessly confused and dashing wildly 
from side co side until a steamer comes 
along with a scow in tow. On the scow is 
a crane- Chains from the crane are hitched 
on to the net, which is below the pound, 
and some thousands of strong, free fish, 
who had an hour ago the whole sea to 
swim in, are drawn up to the surface and 
ladled cut in scoop nets, knocked on the 
head, thrown on the scow and carried off 
to the American canneries at Point Rob- 
erts, where they go through a sausage ma- 
chine and become "canned salmon."—

Enormous fii-es are built on. or against the 
rocks, which are then broKen or cracked 
by throwing jets of cold-water against 
them. Emery has m>iny usws, among which 
are its employi<i>:iit in polishing aud cut- 
ting. Beicj; so uau>aua£eubie, it for a long 
time defied the cucrts oi man to put it in- 
to available shape, bur, at length it wa? 
cemented into usaula forms, and it was 
molded into1 whccU. Kmery mill-stones are

It was by bringing heated tinfoil in con- 
tact with atmospherit air that Giovanni 
Rey, a chemist «f the seventeenth century, 
demonstrated the increase of weight in the 
formation of an oxide and the effect of the 
oxygen of the air on metallic bodies.— 
Philadelphia Times.
